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Some Words about Compilation 


Muslim bin Qadim-Al-Qurtabi, a scholar of the rank of Ad-Dara Qutni, while 
mentioning Imám Muslim, writes in his history: *No one has compiled a book 
like Sahih Muslim." This appreciation is based on the best form, excellent 
arrangements and easy understanding of the book, because he has selected a 
suitable topic for all traditions (Ahddith) and collected in it all the modes of 
transmission of all the Ahádíth (traditions) he selected to report. He has produced 
their different versions. It is in contrast with the way adopted by Imam Bukhari 
because he had mentioned these modes of transmission in different chapters and 
has produced most of the Ahádíth in more than one chapter where the human 
mind expects to find their mention. 


It is why, the scholars have disapproved Bukhari's mode of transmission of the 
Ahádíth, because they do not find them in the places where they are expected to 
be available. 


Therefore, it is the arrangement of Sahih Muslim that I have kept in view and 
adopted. I have derived the names of Kutub (Books) and Abwáb (Chapters) along 
with their numbers from it. I have taken from Sahih Al-Bukhdri the text of those 
Ahddith that are also agreed upon by Imam Muslim. 


At the end of every Hadith, I have described its origin in Sahih Al-Bukhári.

So he looked for the 
project that can serve Islam, i.e. by inviting and preaching those amongst human beings 
who can speak and understand English, he found that there is the book Sahih (Al-Imám) 
Al-Bukhári and that is the most authentic and true among the books of Ahadith which 
needs to be translated into the English language.

INTRODUCTION 
IMAM BUKHÂRI AND HIS BOOK SAHÎH AL-BUKHARI 
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It has been unanimously agreed that Imám Bukhári's work is the most 
authentic of all the other works in Hadith literature put together. The authenticity 
of Al-Bukhári's work is such that the religious learned scholars of Islâm said 
concerning him: “The most authentic book after the Book of Allah (i.e. Al- 
Qur'án) is Sahih Al-Bukhdri.” 


Imam Bukhari was born on 13th Shawwál in the year 194 A.H. in Bukhara in 
the territory of Khurásán (West Turkistán). His real name is Muhammad bin 
Ismáil bin Al-Mughirah Al-Bukhári. 


His father died when he was still a young child and he was looked after by his 
mother. At the age of ten he started acquiring the knowledge of Hadith.He 
travelled to Makka when he was sixteen years old accompanied by his mother 
and elder brother. It seemed as though Imám Bukhári loved Makka and its 
learned religious scholars for he remained in Makka after bidding farewell to his 
mother and brother. He spent two years in Makka and then went to Al-Madina. 
After spending a total of six years in Al-Hijáz which comprises Makka and Al- 
Madina, he left for Basra, Küfa and Baghdád and visited many other places 
including Egypt and Syria. He came to Baghdád on many occasions. He met 
many religious learned scholars including Imám Ahmad bin Hanbal. 


Owing to his honesty and kindness and the fact that he was trustworthy he 
used to keep away from the princes and rulers for fear that he may incline to say 
things to please them. 


Many a story has been told about Imam Bukhári regarding his struggles in 
collecting Hadith literature. He travelled to many different places gathering the 
precious gems that fell from the lips of the noble Prophet Muhammad ,., ate a yho 
. It is said that Imam Bukhari collected over 300,000 Ahddith and he himself 
memorized 200,000 of which some were unreliable. He was born at a time when 
Hadith was being forged either to please rulers or kings or to corrupt the religion 
of Islam. 


It is said that Imam Bukhari (before compiling Sahih Al-Bukhárf) saw in a 
dream, standing in front of Prophet Muhammad ,, «e ai „o having a fan in his 
hand and driving away the flies from the Prophet p, «e wi „o . Imám Bukhari 


a ee 


asked some of those who interpret dreams, and they interpreted his dream that he 
will drive away the falsehood asserted against the Prophet pu, we ax „ho . 


So it was a great task for him to sift the forged Ahádíth from the authentic 
ones. He laboured day and night and although he had memorised such a large 
number he only chose approximately 7,275 with repetition and about 2,230 
without repetition of which there is no doubt about their authenticity. 


Before he recorded each Hadith, he would make ablution and offer a two 
Rak'at prayer and supplicate his Lord (Allah). Many religious scholars of Islam 
tried to find fault in the great remarkable collection — Sahih Al-Bukhdri, but 
without success. It is for this reason, they unanimously agreed that the most 
authentic book after the Book of Allah is Sahih Al-Bukhdri. 


Imam Bukhari died on first Shawwál in the year 256 A.H., and was buried in 
Khartank, a village near Samarkand. May Allah have mercy on his soul. 


IMAM MUSLIM AND HIS BOOK SAHÍH MUSLIM 
Simalarly Sahih Muslim is one of the Six Authentic Books of Ahddith. 


Imam Muslim was born in the year 206 A.H. in Naisábür, a town in the territory 
of Afghanistan. His real name is Adul-Husain Asakir-ud-Din Muslim bin Hajjaj 
Al-Qushayri. His parents were religious and he was brought up in that pious 
environment. 


He travelled to Arabia, Egypt, Syria, Iraq etc; to collect religious literature and 
there he attended a number of lectures on religious teachings and gatherings etc. 
He was also a student of Imam Bukhari. 


He collected a great number of Ahddith during his life but finally he selected 
approximately 4,000 Ahddith out of his collection considering them to be the 
most authentic ones and compiled them in his book entitled Sahih Muslim. 


Imam Muslim died at the age of 55 years in the year 261 A.H. and was buried 
in Naisábür.

At this point I would like to bring to the notice of the reader that the Prophet 
ops ul 4i gle Was granted many miracles by Allah (the Lord of the heavens and the 
earth) and some of them are as follows: 


1. The Holy Qur'àn is the living miracle bestowed by Allah upon Prophet 
Muhammad ps ate wit. and this, Alláh's Book, was revealed to him through 
the Ruh-ul-Qudus (Gabriel). Today 1400 years have passed and nobody has 
been able to change a single letter or produce its imitation, as it is said in the 
Qur'àn (see Surah Hijr, V.15:9) and the statement of the Prophet pty «i wi go 
: "Before me, every Prophet was given a miracle and they practised it during 
their lifetime: e.g., ‘Iesa (Jesus) used to cure the sick and make the dead 
alive, etc., Müsa (Moses) was given the stick etc., and I have been given the 
permanent miracle of the Qur'àn tili the Hour is established, so I hope that 
my followers will be more in number than all the other Messengers' as my 
miracle will last till the Day of Resurrection, and it is a Glorious Book; when 
anyone reads it, even if he is a pagan, etc., he is convinced that it is produced 
by none but by the Creator of the heavens and the earth." 


2. The splitting of the moon: Narrated Anas us wi „+, that the Makkans requested 
Alláh's Messenger „p-s ue «x to to show them a miracle, so he showed them 
the splitting of the moon. (See Sahih Al-Bukhárí, Vol.4, Hadith No. 831). 


3. The crying of the stem of the date-palm tree in the Prophet's Mosque: 
Narrated Ibn ‘Umar uss a 2, that the Prophet s ute wi s used to deliver his 
Khutba (religious talk) while leaning against a trunk of a date-palm tree. 
When he had the pulpit made and used it instead, the trunk started crying and 
the Prophet LL, is «s o went to it, rubbing his hand over it (to stop its 
crying). (See Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol. 4, Hadith No. 783). 


4. The flowing of the water from among the fingers of Allah’s Messenger 
pny «ls allt Lo (See Sahih Al-Bukhdari, Vol.4, Hadith No. 779). 


Narrated Jábir bin ‘Abdullah tsps wi 2, : I was with the Prophet LL, ae wi gho 
and the time for the ‘Asr prayer became due. We had no water with us except 
a little which was put in a vessel and was brought to the Prophet py «s wi go. 
He put his hand into it and spread out his fingers and then said, “Come along! 
Hurry up! All those who want to perform ablution. The blessing is from 
Allah.” I saw the water gushing out from his fingers. So the people performed 
the ablution and drank, and I tried to drink more of that water (beyond my 
thirst and capacity), for I knew that it was a blessing. The subnarrator said: I 


asked Jabir, “How many persons were you then?” He replied, “We were one 
thousand four hundred men.” (Salim said: Jábir said — 1500). (Sahih Al- 
Bukhari, Vol.7, Hadith No. 543). 


5. The Prophet's meals used to glorify Allah while he ate, and this glorification 
was heard by the companions of the Prophet po; ate wi p. (See Sahih Al- 
Bukhárí, Vol.4, Hadith No. 779). 


6. Stones used to greet the Prophet py «ie wi „uo whenever he passed by through 
the lanes of Makka. 


7. The throwing out ofa dead body of a Christian by the earth: Narrated Anas: 
There was a Christian who embraced Islam and read Surat Al-Baqarah and 
ÁI-'Imrán and he used to write the revelation for the Prophet pss uu wi go. 
Later on he reverted to Christianity and used to say, “Muhammad knows 
nothing but what I have written for him.” Then Allah caused him to die and 
the people buried him but in the morning they found that the earth had 
thrown out his body. They said, "This is the deed of Muhammad 
(guy eus e to) and his companions. They have opened the grave of our 
companion and took his body out because he ran away from them," so they 
again dug the grave deeper for him, but in the morning they again found that 
the earth had thrown the body out. They said, “This is a deed of Muhammad 
pa eas i pte and his companions." So they dug a third grave for him as deep 
as they could, but in the morning they found that the earth had thrown the 
body out. Then they believed what had befallen him was not done by 
mankind, and they had to leave the body on the ground. (See Sahih Al- 
Bukhárí, Vol.4, Hadith No. 814). 


8. The screening (shading) by the trees for the Prophet p- we wi „h to answer the 
call of nature. 


9. The rising of water in the well at Hudaibiya after it had dried. (See Sahih Al- 
Bukhdri, Vol.4, Hadith No. 777). 


10. The increase in the amount of dates in the garden of Jabir bin ‘Abdullah after 
the Prophet ,L, 4v w ,L, went round the heaps of dates and invoked Allah for 
His Blessings. (See Sahih Al-Bukhdri, Vol.4, Hadith No. 780). 


11. Speaking of the wolf: It has been written that a wolf also spoke to one of the 
companions of the Prophet ,., ae «s „Lo near Al-Madina, as narrated in 
Musnad of (Imám) Ahmad, Vol.3, Page 83, Musnad Abi Saeed Al-Khudri. 
Narrated Abi Saeed Al-Khudri os w „+ : (While a shepherd was amongst his

sheep) suddenly a wolf attacked a sheep and took it away. The shepherd 
chased the wolf and took back the sheep. The wolf sat on its tail and 
addressed the shepherd saying: “Be afraid of Allah, you have taken the 
provision from me which Allah gave me.” The shepherd said: “What an 
amazing thing! A wolf sitting on its tail speaks to me in the language of a 
human being.” The wolf said: “Shall I tell you something more amazing than 
this? There is Muhammad ,L., «s wi „o (the Messenger of Allah) in Yathrib 
(Al-Madina) informing the people about the news of the past.” Then the 
shepherd proceeded (towards Al-Madina) driving his sheep till he entered Al- 
Madina (city), cornered his sheep to one side and came to Allah’s Messenger 
(Muhammad) p-s «se wii „o and informed the whole story. Allah’s Messenger 
ordered for the proclamation of a congregational prayer ( wt, i» ), then he 
py dale <i gto came out and asked the shepherd to inform the people (about his 
story) and he informed them. Then Alláh's Messenger LL, ate wi ts said: “He 
(the shepherd) has spoken the truth. By Him (Allah) in Whose Hands my soul 
is, the Day of Resurrection will not be established till beasts of prey ( v.) 
speak to the human beings, and the stick lash and the shoe-laces of a person 
speak to him and his thigh informs him about his family as to what happened 
to them after him. [Musnad of (Imam) Ahmad, Vol.3, Page 83. Musnad Abi 
Saeed Al-Khudrí].

I replied, ‘He has enjoined fifty Salât 
on them.’ Misa said, ‘Go back to your 
Lord, (and appeal for reduction) for, 
your followers will not be able to bear 
it.” (So I went back to Allah js», ; and 
requested for reduction) and He 
reduced it to half. When I passed by 
Misa again and informed him about it, 
he said, ‘Go back to your Lord, as your 
followers will not be able to bear it.” So 
I returned to Allah and requested, for 
further reduction, and half of it was 
reduced. I again passed by Misa and he 
said to me, ‘Return to your Lord, for 
your followers will not be able to bear 
it’. So I returned to Allah ,., ; and He 
said, 'These are five Salát and they are 
all (equal to) fifty (in reward), for My 
Word does not change.' I returned to 
Misa and he told me to go back once 
again. I replied, *Now I feel shy of 
asking my Lord again.' Then Jibrael 
took me till we reached Sidrat-ul- 
Muntaha (Lote tree of the utmost 
boundary) which was shrouded in 
colours, indescribable. Then I was 
admitted into Paradise where I found 
small walls (made) of pearls and its 
earth was of musk (a kind of 
perfume)." (Sahih Al-Bukhári, Hadith 
No. 345, Vol. 1) 


103. Narrated Malik bin Sa'sa'a wi s 
usis: The Prophet s, «ue wi we Said, “While I 
was at the House in a state midway 
between sleep and wakefulness, (an 
angel recognised me) as the man lying 
between two men.

Then we ascened to the sixth heaven, 
and again the same questions and 
answers were exchanged as in the 
previous heavens. There I met and 
greeted Misa who said, ‘You are 
welcome, O brother and a Prophet.’ 
When I proceeded on, he started 
weeping and on being asked why he 
was weeping, he said, ‘O Lord! The 
followers of this youth who was sent 
after me will enter Paradise in greater 
number than my followers. Then we 
ascended to the seventh heaven, and 
again the same questions and answers 
were exchanged as in the previous 
heavens. There I met and greeted 
Ibrahim (Abraham) who said, ‘You are 
welcome, O son and a Prophet.’ Then I 
was shown Al/-Bait-ul-Ma‘mir (i.e. 
Allah’s House). I asked Jibrael about it 
and he said, ‘This is Al-Bait-ul-Ma ‘mûr 
where 70,000 angels perform Salát 
(prayers) daily, and when they leave, 
they never return to it (but always a 
fresh batch comes into it daily)'. Then I 
was shown Sidrat-ul-Muntaha (i.e. the 
lote tree of the utmost boundry over 
the seventh heaven) and I saw its Nabk 
fruits which resembled the clay jugs of 
Hajr (a town in Arabia), and its leaves 
were like the ears of elephants, and four 
rivers originated at its root, two of them 
were apparent and two were hidden. I 
asked Jibrael about those rivers and he 
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said, ‘The two hidden rivers are in 
Paradise, and the apparent ones are the 
Nile and the Euphrates.’ Then fifty 
Salát (prayers) were enjoined on me. I 
descended till I met Müsa who asked 
me, ‘What have you done?’ I said, 
‘Fifty Salât (prayers) have been 
enjoined on me.’ He said, ‘I know the 
people better than you, because I had 
the hardest experience to bring Bani 
Israel to obedience.

They 
will say, ‘We shall stay in this place till 
our Lord comes to us and when our 
Lord will come, we will recognized 
Him.’ Then Allah 4>, will come to 
them again and say, ‘I am your Lord.’ 
They will say, ‘You are our Lord.’ 
Allah will call them, and As-Sirát (a 


slippery bridge on which there willbe c 


clamps and hooks like the thorns of 
Sa'dán —- See Hadith No. 115) will be 
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laid across Hell and I (Muhammad , 
e aye awi ) shall be the first amongst the 
Messengers to cross it with my 
followers. Nobody except the 
Messengers will then be able to speak 
and they will be saying, ‘O Allah! Save 
us, O Allah! Save us.’ There will be 
hooks like the thorns of Sa 'dán in Hell. 
Have you seen the thorns of Sa dán?" 
The people said, “Yes.” He said, 
“These hooks will be like the thorns of 
Sa'dán, nobody except Allah knows 
their size, and these will entangle the 
people according to their deeds; some 
of them will fall and stay in Hell 
forever; others will receive punishment 
(torn into small pieces) and will get out 
of Hell, till when Allah intends mercy 
on whomever He likes amongst the 
people of Hell. He 4-,;- will order the 
angels to take out of Hell those who 
worshipped none but Him Alone. The 
angels will take them out by 
recognising them from the traces of 
prostrations, for Allah has forbidden 
the (Hell) Fire to eat away those traces. 
So they will come out of the Fire, it 
will eat away from the whole of the 
human body except the marks of the 
prostrations. At that time they will 
come out of the Fire as mere skeletons. 
The Water of Life will be poured on 
them and as a result, they will grow 
like the seeds growing on the bank of a 
flowing flood-water stream. Then, 
when Allah had finished from the 
Judgement amongst His creations, one 
man will be left between Hell and 
Paradise and he will be the last man 
from the people of Hell to enter 
Paradise. He will be facing Hell, and 
will say, ‘O Allah! Turn my face from 
the Fire, as its wind has dried me and 
its steam has burnt me.’ Allah will ask 
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him, ‘Will you ask for anything more in 
case this favour is granted to you?’ He 
will say, ‘No by Your (Honour) 
Power!’ And he will give to his Lord 
(Allah s~) what he will of the pledges 
and the covenants. Allah will then turn 
his face away from the Fire.

CHAPTER 31. Moderation between 
loud and low recitation in the prayer 
said aloud (Jahr), when there is 
danger of agitation in reciting loudly.

Salât (prayer) so loudly that the pagans 
may hear you, nor say it in such a low 
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tone that your companions do not hear 
you. But seek a middle course between 
those (extremes) ie, let your 
companions hear it so that they may 
learn it from you, and do not recite it 
(the Qur'àn) loudly. (Sahih Al-Bukhári, 
Hadith No. 582, Vol. 9) 


CHAPTER 32. Listening to the 
recitation of the Qur'án. 


257. Narrated Ibn ‘Abbâs uss w + (as 
regards) Alláh's Statement, “Move not 
your tongue concerning (the Qur'àn, O 
Muhammad ,L, cue w o ) to make haste 
therewith.”

It 
is for us to collect it (the Qur'àn), and 
give you (O Muhammad ,L, «c w go ) 
the ability to recite it.” (V.75:16-17) 
Ibn ‘Abbas added: ‘It is for Us to 
collect it (the Qur'àn), and give you (O 
Muhammad p, 4 wi, ) the ability to 
recite it, means, ‘When We have 
revealed it, listen.” ‘Then it is for Us to 
explain it? means, ‘It is for Us to 
explain it through your tongue.’ So 
whenever Jibrael us w came to Allah’s 
Messenger p-s «Wu wits he would keep 
quiet (and listen), and when the angel 
left, the Prophet p, we w „s would recite 
that revelation as Allah promised him. 
(Sahih Al-Bukhári, Hadith No. 451, 
Vol. 6) 
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258. Narrated Ibn ‘Abbas ups w „s in 
the explanation of the Statement of 
Allah ys. “Move not your tongue 
concerning (the Qur'án, O Muhammad 
w+) ue ut) to make haste therewith.” 
(V.75:16) said, “Allah’s Messenger w s- 
yuyu used to bear the revelation with 
great stress and hardness, and used to 
move his lips (quickly with the 
Inspiration)" Ibn ‘Abbas moved his 
lips saying, “I am moving my lips (in 
front of you) as Allah’s Messenger w ,- 
jy iz used to move his.” So Allah s, » 
revealed “Move not your tongue 
concerning (the Qur'án. O Muhammad 
py eus di te ) to make haste therewith. It 
is for Us to collect it and to give you (O 
Muhammad „~, «s wi ) the ability to 
recite it (the Qur'án)," (V.75:16-17) 
[which means that Allàh will make him 
(the Prophet p, ww» ) remember the 
portion of the Qur'àn which was 
revealed at that time by heart (and 
recite it). The Statements of Allah: 
“And when We have recited it to you 
(O Muhammad pyese wi, through 
Jibrael) then follow you its (the 
Qur’an’s) recital’ (V.75:18) (means 
‘listen to it and be silent.) Then it is for 
Us (Alláh) to make it clear to you" 
(V.75:19) means, then it is (for Allah) 
to make you recite it (and its meaning 
will be clear by itself through your 
tongue). Afterwards, Allah’s Messenger 
deu tite used to listen to Jibrael 
whenever he came and after his 
departure he used to recite it as Jibrael 
pecu had recited it.”

CHAPTER 33. To recite the Qur'án 
aloud in the Fajr prayer, and its 
recitation to the jinns.

Burning fires were 
shot at them. The devils went to their 
people, who asked them,"What is 
wrong with you?" They said, *A barrier 
has been placed between us and the 
news of heaven. Burning fires are shot 
at us.” They said, “The thing which has 
put a barrier between you and the news 
of heaven must be something which has 
happened recently. Go eastward and 
westward and see what has put a barrier 
between you and the news of heaven." 
Those who went towards Tihâma came 
across the Prophet p, w w LL at a place 
called Nakhla and it was on the way to 
Süq 'Ukáz and the Prophet ps a w so 
was offering the Fajr prayer with his 
companions. When they heard the 
Qur'án, they listened to it and said, "By 
Alláh, this is the thing which has put a 
barrier between us and the news of 
heaven." They went to their people and 
said, “O our people; verily we have 
heard a wonderful recital (the Qur'án). 
It guides to the Right Way; and we 
have believed therein and we shall 
never join (in worship) anything with 
our Lord (Allah).” So Allah revealed 
the following Verses to his Prophet 1. 
ges ae ai; “Say (O Muhammad qe w so 
n) it has been revealed to me.” (Strat 
Al-Jinn) (V.72) And what was revealed 
to him was the conversation of the 
jinns. (Sahih Al-Bukhári, Hadith No. 
740, Vol. 1) 
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CHAPTER 34. Reciting (silently) in 
Zuhr and ‘Asr prayer. 


260. Narrated Abi Qatáda wi ,s,: 
The Prophet p, «s w g- , in Zuhr prayer 
used to recite Sárat Al-Fátiha along 
with two other Sürah in the first two 
Rak'a, along one in the first Rak ‘a and 
a shorter (Sárah) in the second, and at 
times the Verses were audible. In the 
‘Asr prayer the Prophet „y «e w s used 
to recite Sürat Al-Fátiha and two more 
Stra in the first two Rak'a, and used to 
prolong the first Rak a. And he used to 
prolong the first Rak'a of the Fajr 
(early morning) prayer and shorten the 
second. (Sahih Al-Bukhári, Hadith No. 
726, Vol. 1) 


261. Narrated Jabir bin Samura a, 
as : The People of Küfa complained 
against Sa‘d to ‘Umar « wis, and the 
latter dismissed him and appointed 
‘Ammâr as their chief. They lodged 
many complaints against Sa‘d and even 
they alleged that he did not offer Salat 
(prayer) properly. ‘Umar sent for him 
and said, “O Aba Ishaq! These people 
claim that you do not offer Salat 
(prayer) properly.” Aba Ishaq said, “By 
Allah, I used to pray with them a Salat 
similar to that of Allah’s Messenger ,. 
py «i 4i and I never reduced anything of 
it. I used to prolong the first two Rak‘a 
of ‘Isha prayer and shorten the last two 
Rak‘a.” ‘Umar said, “O Aba ‘Ishaq, 
this was what I thought about you.” 
And then he sent one or more persons 
with him to Küfa so as to ask the 
people about him. So they went there 
and did not leave any mosque without 
asking about him. All the people 
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praised him till they came to the 
mosque of the tribe of Bani ‘Abs; one 
of the men called Usáma bin Qatáda 
with surname of Aba Sa'da stood up 
and said, “As you have put us under an 
oath; I am bound to tell you that Sa‘d 
never went himself with the army and 
never distributed (the war booty) 
equally and never did justice in legal 
verdicts.” (On hearing it) Sa‘d said, “I 
invoke Allah for three things: O Allah! 
If this slave of Yours is a liar and got 
up for showing off, give him a long 
life, increase his poverty and put him to 
trials.” (And so it happened). Later on 
when that person was asked how he 
was, he used to reply that he was an old 
man in trial as a result of Sa‘d’s curse. 
‘Abdul Malik «: w + the subnarrrator, 
said that he had seen him afterwards 
and his eyebrows were hanging over 
his eyes owing to old age and he used 
to tease and assault the small girls on 
the roads. (Sahih Al-Bukhári, Hadith 
No. 722, Vol. 1) 


CHAPTER 35. Reciting (aloud) in 
the Fajr and Maghrib prayer. 


262. Narrated Aba Barza « w „s, : The 
Prophet p- as wi ,L used to offer the 
Fajr (early morning) prayer when one 
could recognize the person sitting by 
him [after the Salât (prayer)] and he 
used to recite (in the Salat) between 60 
to 100 Aydt (Verses) of the Qur’an. He 
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used to offer the Zuhr prayer as soon as 
the sun declined (at noon) and the ‘Asr 
at a time when a man might go and 
return. from the farthest place in Al- 
Madina and find the sun still hot. (The 
subnarrator forgot what was said about 
the Maghrib prayer). He did not mind 
delaying the ‘Jshd prayer to one third of 
the night. (Sahih Al-Bukhári, Hadith 
No. 516, Vol. 1) 


263. Narrated Ibn ‘Abbas Uys cu 1, 
(My mother) Umm-ul-Fadl heard me 
reciting Wal Mursaláti ‘Urfan (Sürah 
77) and said, “O my son! By Allah, 
your recitation made me remember that 
it was the last Sürah I heard from 
Alláh's Messenger poy ess wu . He 
recited it in the Maghrib prayer." 
(Sahih Al-Bukhári, Hadith No. 730, 
Vol. 1) 


264. Narrated Jubair bin Mut‘im a „+, 
«a : I heard Alláh's Messenger a wi g 
„s reciting At-Tur (Sürah 52) in the 
Maghrib prayer. (Sahíh Al-Bukhári, 
Hadith No. 732, Vol. 1) 


CHAPTER 36. Recitation aloud in 
the ‘Isha prayer. 


265. Narrated Al-Bára' cs w : The 
Prophet po ase «s, Was ona journey 
and recited in one of the first two Rak‘a 
of the ‘shad prayer “Wat-tini waz- 
zaitini.”

As if I am 
looking (just now) as the Prophet w se 
‘s oe Was sitting on his Ráhila (mount) 
with Abü Bakr riding behind him and 
all Bani An-Najjar around him, till he 
dismounted at the courtyard of Abi 
Ayyüb's house. The Prophet ps sie wi se 
loved to offer Salát (prayer) wherever 
the time for As-Saldt (the prayer) was 
due, even at sheep-folds. Later on he 
ordered that a mosque should be built 
and sent for some people of Banü An- 
Najjar and said, “O Bana An-Najjar! 
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Suggest to me the price of this (walled) 
piece of land of yours.” They replied, 
“No! By Allâh! We do not demand its 
price except from Allâh yw.” Anas wis, 
we added: There were graves of pagans 
in it and some of it was unlevelled and 
there were some date-palm trees in it. 
The Prophet p, we wi s- ordered that the 
graves of the pagans be dug out and the 
unlevelled land be levelled and the 
date-palm trees be cut down. (So all 
that was done). They aligned these cut 
date-palm trees towards the Qiblah of 
the mosque (as a wall), and they also 
built two stone side-walls (of the 
mosque). His companions brought the 
stones while  reciting some poetic 
verses. The Prophet p, ws ai, was with 
them and he kept on saying, "There is 
no goodness except that of the 
Hereafter, O Allah! So please forgive 
the Ansár (helpers), and Al-Muhajirah 
(the emigrants).” (Sahih Al-Bukhári, 
Hadith No. 420, Vol. 1) 


CHAPTER 2. Change of Qiblah from 
Bait-ul-Maqdis (Jerusalem) towards 
the Ka‘ba (at Makka). 


302. Narrated Bara’ bin ‘Azib ue ai gs : 
Alláh's Messenger „y ue oui g offered 
the Saldt (prayer) facing Bait-ul-Maqdis 
for sixteen or seventeen months, but he 
loved to face the Ka‘ba (at Makka) so 
Allah jus revealed: “Verily! We have 
seen the turning of your (Muhammad’s 
uy ut wi te ) face towards the heaven."

He 
guides whom he wills to a Straight 
Way.’ ” (V.2:142) A man offered Salât 
with the Prophet p, «s w , (facing the 
Ka‘ba) and went out. He saw some of 
the Ansár offering the ‘Asr prayer with 
their faces towards Bait-ul-Maqdis, he 
said, “I bear witness that I offered Salat 
with Alláh's Messenger ps qu wi po 
facing the Ka‘ba.” So all the people 
turned their faces towards the Ka‘ba. 
(Sahih Al-Bukhári, Hadith No. 392, 
Vol. 1) 


303. Narrated Al-Bara’ asu .s,: We 
offered Salát along with the Prophet 
py ode «x facing Jerusalem for sixteen or 
seventeen months. Then Allah ordered 
him to turn his face towards the Qiblah 
(at Makka). (Sahih Al-Bukhári, Hadith 
No. 19, Vol. 6) 


304. Narrated ‘Abdullah bin ‘Umar 
Cau ed ,-3, : While the people were 
offering the Fajr prayer at Qubá (near 
Al-Madina), someone came to them 
and said: "It has been revealed to 
Alláh's Messenger p-s ue «i 4L tonight, 
and he has been ordered to offer Salát 
facing the Ka‘ba.

So 
Allah’s Messenger p~, ut wi e stood 
there and said, *Takbír (Allahu Akbar)” 
and we all got up and aligned behind 
him and offered a two-Rak'a prayer 
and ended it with Taslim. We requested 
him to stay for a meal called Khazíra ' 
which we had prepared for him. Many 
members of our family gathered in the 
house and one of them said, “Where is 
Malik bin Al-Dukhaishin, or Ibn Al- 
Dukhshun?" One ofthem replied, *He 
is a hypocrite and does not love Allah 
and His Messenger ps you nun. 
Hearing that, Allah’s Messenger 
py ole wi pte Said, “Do not say so. 
Haven’t you seen that he testified, La 
iláha ill-Alláh (none has the right to be 
worshipped but Allah) for Allah’s sake 
only?” He said, “Allah and His 
Messenger ,L, ut w 4L. know better. We 
have seen him helping and advising 
hypocrites." Allah’s Messenger 
p, eu ati pie Said, “Allâh has forbidden 
the (Hell) Fire for those who say, Lá 
iláha | ill-Alláh (none has the right to be 
worshipped but Allah) for Alláh's sake 
only.” (Sahih Al-Bukhári, Hadith No.

385. Narrated Mahmiid bin Ar-Rabi* 
ae wis, I remember Allah’s Messenger 
py due ati te and also the mouthful of 
water which he took from a bucket in 
our house and ejected (on me). Then he 
narrated the above Hadith (No. 384), 
which he heard from ‘Itban bin Malik 
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Al-Ansari. (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Hadith

the mosque with the sole intention for 
offering Salát, then for each step which 
he takes toward the mosque, Allah 
upgrades him a degree in reward and 
crosses out (forgives) one sin till he 
enters the mosque. When he enters the 
mosque he is considered in Salat as 
long as he is waiting for the Salât and 
the angels keep on asking for Allah’s 
forgiveness for him and they keep on 
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saying: “O Allah! Be Merciful to him,

Allah’s 
Messenger p- 4 wi s ordered me and a 
few others to go ahead of him. We had 
become very thirsty. While we were on 
our way (looking for water), we came 
across a lady (riding an animal), 
hanging her legs between two water- 
skins. We asked her, “Where can we 
get water.” She replied, “Oh! There is 
not water.” We asked, “How far is your 
house from the water". She replied, “A 
distance of a day and a night travel." 
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We said, “Come on to Allah’s 
Messenger jv, au a» e ?” She asked, 
“What is Allah’s Messenger?” So we 
brought her to Allah’s Messenger w p 
„s ae against her will, and she told him 
what she had told us before and added 
that she was the mother of orphans. So 
the Prophet „s w g- ordered that her 
two water-skins be brought, and he 
touched or rubbed the mouths of the 
water-skins. As we were thristy, we 
quenched our thirst and we were forty 
men. We also filled all our water-skins 
and other utensils with water, but we 
did not water the camels. The water- 
skin was so full that it was almost about 
to burst. The Prophet ,L, ue wi. then 
said, "Bring what (food-stuff) you 
have." So some dates and pieces of 
bread were collected for the lady, and 
when she went to her people she said, 
“I have met either the greatest magician 
or a Prophet, as the people claim." So, 
Allah ys guided the people of that 
village through that lady. She embraced 
Islam and they all embraced Islam. 
(Sahih Al-Bukhári, Hadith No. 771, 
Vol. 4) 


397. Narrated Anas cx wi,s, : The 
Prophet „p-s wi, said, "If anyone 
forgets to offer a Salát (prayer) he 
should offer that Salât when he 
remembers it.

In the Messenger of 
Allah (Muhammad wu wi, ) you 
have a good example to follow.’

403. Narrated Háritha bin Wahab AI- 
Khuza‘i ow s, : The Prophet a w po 
ns led and offered with us a two-Rak'a 
[(shortened) Salât (prayer) during Hajj] 
at Mina, although our number was 
more than ever and we were in better 
security than ever. (Sahih Al-Bukhari, 
Hadith No. 718, Vol. 2) 


CHAPTER 3. To offer Salat (prayer) 
at one’s dwelling during rain. 


404. Narrated (Nafi‘: Once on a very 
cold and stormy night) Ibn ‘Umar „+, 
Logie at pronounced the 4dhán for As- 
Salát (the prayer) and then said, “Pray 
in your homes." He (Ibn ‘Umar) added,

Narrated (Muhammad bin Sirin 
wie 4i ,4, : On a rainy day) Ibn ‘Abbas „+, 
tape ti said to his Mu adhdhin, “After 
saying ‘Ash-hadu anna Muhammadan 
Rasul-ullah' (1 testify that Muhammad 
wy ale ui V1. is Alláh's Messenger), do 
not say, ‘Haiya ‘alas-Salah’ (come for 
the prayer) but say, ‘Sallu fi bu-ütikum' 
(pray in your houses)" (The man did 
so). But the people disliked it. Ibn 
‘Abbas said, “It was done by one who 
was much better than I (i.e. the Prophet 
pies eus oui pte ). No doubt, the Jumu‘a 
prayer is compulsory; but I dislike to 
put you to task by bringing you out 
walking in mud and slush.”

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I saw him praying, riding a donkey, 
with his face to this direction, i.e. to the 
left of the Qiblah. I said to him, “I have 
seen you offering Salât (prayer) in a 
direction other than that of the Qiblah.” 
He replied, “If I had not seen Allah’s 
Messenger p~; a wi ,L doing it, I would 
not have done it.” (Sahih Al-Bukhári, 
Hadith No. 204, Vol. 2) 


CHAPTER 5. It is allowed to 
combine and offer two Salat (prayer)

There is none who has more Ghira (self 
respect) than Allah, so, He has 
forbidden that His slaves, male or 
female, commit illegal sexual 
intercourse. O followers of 
Muhammad! By Allah! If you know 
that which I know, you would laugh 
little and weep much.” (Sahih Al- 
Bukhari, Hadith No. 154, Vol. 2) 
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521. Narrated ‘Aisha ww = , the 
wife of the Prophet „p-a a g: In the 
lifetime of the Prophet p; «e a», the 
sun eclipsed and he went to the mosque 
and the people aligned behind him. He 
said the Takbir [starting the Salât 
(prayer)] and prolonged the recitation 
and then said Takbír and performed a 
prolonged Rukü' (bowing); then he 
(lifted his head and) said, "Sami'

Then he stood 
straight for a long time which was 
shorter than that of the first standing, 
again he performed a prolonged 
bowing which was shorter than the first 
bowing. Then he raised his head and 
prostrated (twice). Then he stood up 
(for the second Rak‘a) for a long while 
but the standing was shorter than that 
of the first Rak‘a. Then he performed a 
prolonged bowing which was shorter 
than the first one. Then he stood up for 
a long time but shorter than the first. 
Then he raised his head and prostrated 
(twice) and finished the Salât and [then 
delivered the Khutba (religious talk) 
and] said as much as Allah ss wished. 
And then he ordered the people to seek 
refuge with Allah from the punishment 
in the grave. (Sahih Al-Bukhári, Hadith 
No. 159, Vol. 2)

(stretched my hands towards) a bunch 
(of its fruit, when you saw me taking 
something) and had I taken it, you 
would have eaten from it as long as the 
world remains. | also saw the Hell-fire 
and I had never seen such a horrible 
sight (when you saw me retreating). I 
saw that most of its inhabitants were 
women.” The people asked, “O Allah’s 
Messenger! Why is it so?” The Prophet 
py is ui g replied, “Because of their 
ungratefulness.” It was asked whether 
they are ungrateful to Allah. The 
Prophet p; 1 wit» said, "They are 
ungrateful to their companions of life 
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(husbands) and ungrateful to good 
favours done to them. If you have done 
good favours to one of them throughout 
the life and if she notices anything 
(undesirable) in you, she will say, ‘I 
have never seen any good from you.’ "

He went away till he disappeard from 
my sight. Then I heard a noise and 
feared that something might have 
happened to Allah’s Messenger us w g 
x, , and I intended to go (to find out) 
but I remembered the statement of 
Allah’s Messenger p+. u x that I 
should not leave my place, so I kept on 
waiting (and after a while the Prophet 
py ole wi te returned). I said to him “O 
Allah’s Messenger, I heard a noise and 
I was afraid that something might have 
happened to you, but then I 
remembered your statement and stayed 
(there).” The Prophet p~, 1 w s said, 
“That was Jibrael (Gabriel) pi «e who 
came to me and informed me that 
whoever among my followers died 
without joining others in worship with 
Alláh, would enter Paradise." I said, *O 
Alláh's Messenger! Even if he had 
committed illegal sexual intercourse 
and theft?”

Dhar! Do you see the mountain of 
Uhud?’ And on that I (Aba Dhar) 
started looking towards the sun to judge 
how much remained of the day as I 
thought that Allah’s Messenger «s a so 
.-, wanted to send me to do something 
for him and I said, ‘Yes!’ He said, ‘I do 
not love to have gold equal to the 
mountain of Uhud unless I spend it all 
(in Allah’s Cause) except three Dinar’. 
These people do not understand and 
collect worldy wealth. No, by Allah, 
neither I ask them for worldly benefits 
nor am] in need of their religious legal 
verdicts and advices till I meet Allah yw 
(The Honourbale, The Majestic)” (Sahih 
Al-Bukhdri, Hadith No. 489, Vol. 2) 


CHAPTER 11. Exhortation to spend, 
and glad tidings of compensation for 
the one who spends (in good works).

Allah, the Blessed, 
the Superior says: ‘By, no means shall 
you attain A/-Birr, unless you spend (in 
Alláh's Cause) of that you love...’ 
(V.3:92). And no doubt, Bairuha’ 
garden is the most beloved of all my 
property to me. So I want to give it in 
charity in Allah’s Cause. I expect its 
reward from Allah ss . O Allah’s 
Messenger! Spend it where Allah 
makes you think it feasible.’ On that, 
Allah’s Messenger pos ese wit» said, 
‘Bravo! It is useful property. I have 
heard what you have said (O Aba 
Talha), and I think it would be proper if 
you gave it to your kith and kin.’ Aba 
Talha said, ‘I will do so, O Allah’s 
Messenger. Then Abd Talha 
distributed that garden amongst his 
relatives and his cousins.” (Sahih Al- 
Bukhari, Hadith No. 540, Vol. 2) 


583. Narrated Maimána yx w +, , the 
wife of the Prophet p «e w s that she 
manumitted her slave-girl and the 
Prophet „sase wi, said to her, "You 
would have got more reward if you had 
given the slave-girl to one of your 
maternal uncles.” (Sahih Al-Bukhdri, 
Hadith No. 767-A, Vol.3) 


584. Narrated Zainab, the wife of

Bilâl said, ‘The wife 
of ‘Abdullah (bin  Mas'üd)' The 
Prophet pyese wi po said, ‘Yes, (it is 
sufficient for her) and she will receive a 
double reward (for that): One for 
helping relatives, and the other for 
giving Sadaga (charity etc.).' " (Sahih 
Al-Bukhári, Hadith No. 545, Vol. 2) 


585. Narrated Umm Salama ys w s : 
I said, “O Alláh's Messenger! Shall I get 
a reward (in the Hereafter) if I spend on 
the children of Abi Salama and do not 
leave them like this and like this (i.e., 
poor) but treat them like my own 
children?" The Prophet p, we a s said, 
*Yes, you will be rewarded for that 
which you will spend on them." (Sahíh

“When a Muslim spends something on 
his family intending to receive Alláh's 
Reward, it is regarded as Sadaqa (act of 
charity) for him.”

I said to Allah’s 
Messenger ,.,. awi o (seeking his 
verdict), “My mother has come to me 
and she desires to receive a reward 
from me, shall I keep good relations 
with her?"

The Prophet p-s wi, said, "Every 
day two angels come down (from the 
heaven) and one of them says, ‘O 
Allah! Compensate every person who 
spends in Your Cause,’ and the other 
(angel) says. ʻO Allah! Destroy every 
miser.'" (Sahih Al-Bukhári, Hadith 
No. 522, Vol. 2) 


CHAPTER 18. Exhortation to give 
charity before such time comes when 
nobody will accept it. 


592. Narrated Háritha bin Wahb . +, 
ws : I heard the Prophet p~, s wi. 

Give in charity, as a 
time will come upon you when a 
person will wander about with his 
object of charity and will not find 
anybody to accept it, and one (who will 
be requested to take it) will say, ‘If you 
had brought it yesterday, I would have 
taken it, but today I am not in need of 
it.”

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(adultery), and that given to the 
wealthy man might make him take a 
lesson from it and spend his wealth 
which Allâh ss has given him, in 
Allâh’s Cause.'" (Sahih Al-Bukhári,

729. Narrated ‘Aisha uz wi +, : The 
Prophet p~s ase wi, used to practice 
I'tikáf in the last ten days of Ramadan 
and I used to pitch a tent for him, and 
after offering the morning Salât 
(prayer), he used to enter the tent.

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Hafsa asked the permission of ‘Aisha to 
pitch a tent for her and she allowed her, 
and she pitched her tent. When Zainab 
bint Jahsh saw it, she pitched another 
tent. In the morning the Prophet a, 
py «5 noticed the tents. He said, “What 
is this?” He was told of the whole 
situation. Then the Prophet p, a wi su 
said, “Do you think that they intended 
to do AI-Birr (righteousness) by doing 
this?” He therefore abandoned the 
I'tikáf in that month and observed 
I'tikáf" for ten days in the month of 
Shawwál. (Sahih Al-Bukhári, Hadith 
No. 249, Vol. 3) 


CHAPTER 3. One should exert more 
as regards prayers and good deeds in 
the last ten days of Ramadan. 


730. Narrated ‘Aisha uz wis, : With

Allah’s 
Messenger ps os ui e replied, “He 
should not wear a shirt, a turban, 
trousers, a headcloak or leather socks 
except if he can find no slippers, he 
then may wear leather socks after 
cutting off what might cover the ankles. 
And he should not wear clothes which 
are scented with saffron or Wars 
(various kinds of perfumes).” (Sahih 
Al-Bukhári, Hadith No. 615, Vol. 2) 


732. Narrated Ibn ‘Abbas uss a, : I 
heard the Prophet s, ue w , delivering 
a Khutba (religious talk) at ‘Arafat 
saying, "If a Muhrim does not find 
slippers, he could wear Khuffs (but he 
has to cut short the Khuffs below the 
ankles), and if he does not find an /zar 
(a waist sheet for wrapping the lower 
half of the body) he could wear 
trousers." (Sahih Al-Bukhári, Hadith 
No. 67, Vol. 3) 


733. Narrated (Safwan bin) Ya‘la: 
Ya‘la said to ‘Umar us w s , "Show me 
the Prophet p, «s a s- when he is being 
Inspired Divinely.” While the Prophet 
He» ei gte Was at Ji‘rana (in the 
company of some of his companions) a 
person came and asked, “O Allah’s 
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Messenger! What is your verdict 
regarding the person who assumes 
Ihrám for 'Umra and is scented with 
perfume?" The Prophet ,., uis w s kept 
quiet for a while and he was divinely 
inspired (then) ‘Umar beckoned Ya‘la, 
so he came and Allah’s Messenger w p- 
py ae Was Shaded with a sheet. Ya‘la 
put his head in and saw that the face of 
Allah’s Messenger p- pL Cale alt 4L, Was red 
and he was snoring. When that state of 
the Prophet p, ue wii was over, he 
asked, “Where is the person who asked 
about ‘Umra?” Then that person was 
brought and the Prophet p, «e w s said, 
“Wash the perfume off your body 
thrice and take off the cloak and do the 
same in ‘Umra as you do in Hajj.” 
(Sahih Al-Bukhári, Hadith No. 610-B, 
Vol. 2) 


CHAPTER 2. The demarcation of 
Mawáqit for Hajj and ‘Umra. 
(Mawáqit are places at which one 
should assume the state of Ihrám for 
the purpose of Hajj or ‘Umra). 


734. Narrated Ibn ‘Abbas use wis, : 
Allah’s Messenger p, a w s had fixed 
Dhul-Hulaifa as the Migát for the 
people of Al-Madina; Al-Juhfa for the 
people of Shám and Qarn-ul-Manázil 
for the people of Najd; and Yalamlam 
for the people of Yemen.

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Makka can assume /hrám (for Hajj 
only) from Makka. (Sahih Al-Bukhári,

735. Narrated ‘Abdullah bin ‘Umar 
Lagi ai 2, Allah’s Messenger phs ate wi go 
said, “The people of Al-Madina should 
assume Jhrdm from Dhui-Hulaifa; the 
people of Sham from Al-Juhfa; and the 
people of Najd from Qarn(-ul-Manazil).” 
And ‘Abdullah added, “I was informed 
that Alláh's Messenger ps a w g had 
said, ‘The people of Yemen should 
assume ZJhrám from Yalamlam." (Sahih 
Al-Bukhári, Hadith No. 600, Vol. 2) 


CHAPTER 3. Talbiya, its charac- 
teristics and its time. 


736. Narrated ‘Abdullah bin ‘Umar 
Legis ts, : The Talbiya of Allah’s 
Messenger pyas igo was: Labbaik 
Alláhumma  labbaik, labbaik lá sharíka 
Laka  labbaik, | innal-hamda wan- 
ni‘mata Laka, wal-mulka lá sharika 
Laka (I respond to Your Call, O Allah, 
I respond to Your Call, and I am 
obedient to Your Orders, You have no 
partner, I respond to Your Call, all the 
praises, thanks and blessings are for 
You, All the sovereignty is for You, 
and you have no partners with You. 
(Sahih Al-Bukhári, Hadith No. 621,

CHAPTER 4. Order for the people 
of Al-Madina to assume the state of 
Ihrám at Dhul-Hulaifa mosque. 


737. Narrated ‘Abdullah bin ‘Umar 
Lap» 4! sà : Never did Allah’s Messenger 
py ele att pte Fecite Talbíya and assume 
Ihrám except at the mosque, that is, the 
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mosque of Dhul-Hulaifa. (Sahih Al- 
Bukhári, Hadith No. 614, Vol. 2) 


CHAPTER 5. To assume 4hlál 
ührám) as the ride proceeds for Hajj 
or *Umra. 


738. Narrated ‘Ubaid Ibn Juraij a ai, : 
I asked ‘Abdullah bin ‘Umar ux a s, 
“O Abid ‘Abdur Rahman! I saw you 
doing four things which I never saw 
being done by anyone of your 
companions?” ‘Abdullah bin ‘Umar 
said, “What are those, O Ibn Juraij?” I 
said, “I never saw you touching any 
corner of the Ka‘ba except these (two) 
facing south (Yemen), and I saw you 
wearing shoes made of tanned leather 
and dyeing your hair with Hinna (a 
kind of dye).

*Abdulláh replied, "Regarding the 
corners of Ka‘ba, I never saw Allah’s 
Messenger p- wt «x „L touching except 
those facing south (Yemen), and 
regarding the tanned leather shoes, no 
doubt I saw Alláh's Messenger « wi „e 
e, wearing non-hairy shoes and he used 
to perform ablution while wearing the 
shoes (i.e. wash his feet and then put on 
the shoes). So I love to wear similar 
shoes. And about the dyeing. of hair 
with Hinna, no doubt I saw Allah’s 
Messenger p-s ase wi ie dyeing his hair 
with it and that is why I like to dye (my 
hair with it). Regarding 7hlál, I did not 
see Allah’s Messenger p—s euie VL 
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assuming /hlál till he set out for Hajj.” 
(Sahih Al-Bukhári, Hadith No. 167, 
Vol. 1) 


CHAPTER 7. To apply perfume just 
before assuming the state of Ihrám. 


739. Narrated ‘Aisha wi wg, , the 
wife of the Prophet „y ui w g : I used 
to apply scent to Allah’s Messenger w „o 
p+) «ie when he wanted to assume Jhrdm 
and also on finishing Jhrdm before the 
Tawáf round the Ka'ba (Tawáf-al- 
Ifáda). (Sahíh Al-Bukhári, Hadíth No. 
612, Vol. 2) 


740. Narrated ‘Aisha yx ws, : It is as 
if I am just now looking at the glitter of 
scent in the parting of the Prophet's w s- 
py «le head-hair while he was a Muhrim. 
(Sahih Al-Bukhári, Hadith No. 271, 
Vol. 1) 


741. Narrated Muhammad bin Al- 
Muntathir on the authority of his father 
that he had asked ‘Aisha uz w „+, about 
the saying of Ibn ‘Umar (i.e. he did not 
like to be Muhrim while the smell of 
scent was still coming from his body), 
‘Aisha wu» wi a said, “I applied scent on 
Allah’s Messenger p 4» uw 1. and he 
went round (had sexual intercourse 
with) all his wives and in the morning 
he was a Muhrim (after taking a bath)." 
(Sahih Al-Bukhári, Hadith No. 270, 
Vol. 1) 


CHAPTER 8. Hunting is prohibited 
for a Muhrim. 


742. Narrated ‘Abdullah bin ‘Abbas 
Lage ts, from As-Sa‘b bin Jaththama 
Al-Laithi that he presented an onager to 
Allah’s Messenger p ue w g while he 
was at Al-Abwá' or at Waddan, and he 
refused to accept it. On noticing the 
signs of some unpleasant feeling of 
disappointment on his (As-Sa‘b’s) face, 
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the Prophet p- 4 «x e said to him, “I 
have only returned it because I am 
Muhrim.” (Sahih Al-Bukhári, Hadith

743. Narrated Abü Qatáda s ws: 
We were in the company of the Prophet 
ps ule tt pte at a place called Al-Qéha, 
which is at a distance of three stages of 
journey from Al-Madina, and some of 
us had assumed /hrám while the others 
had not. I noticed that some of my 
companions were watching something, 
so I looked up and saw an onager. (I 
rode my horse and took the spear and 
whip) but my whip fell down (andI 
asked them to pick it up for me) but 
they said, *We will not help you by any 
means as we are ina state of Ihram.” 
So, I picked up the whip myself and 
attacked the onager from behind a 
hillock and slaughtered it and brought it 
to my companions. Some of them said, 
“Eat it, " while some others said, “Do 
not eat it.” So, I went to the Prophet wi s- 
py a Who was ahead of us and asked 
him about it. He replied, “Eat it as it is 
Halal (i.e. it is legal to eat).” (Sahih 
Bukhari, Hadith No. 49, Vol. 3) 


744. Narrated ‘Abdullah bin Abt 
Qatáda wis, : My father set out (for 
Makka) in the year of Al-Hudaibiya, 
and his companions assumed /hrám, 
but he did not. At that time the Prophet 
ps dle di ie Was informed that an enemy 
wanted to attack them, so the Prophet 
pny Ae ar pte proceeded onwards. While 
my father was among his companions, 
some of them laughed among 
themselves. (My father said ») “I looked 
up and saw an onager”. I attacked, 
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stabbed and caught it. I then sought my 
companions help but they refused to 
help me. (Later) we all ate its meat. We 
were afraid that we might be left behind 
(separated) from the Prophet |, ate wi we , 
so I went in search of the Prophet w „e 
py ae and made my horse to run ata 
galloping speed at times and let it go 
slow at an ordinary speed at other times 
till I met a man from the tribe of Bani 
Ghifár at midnight. I asked him, 
‘Where did you leave the Prophet w „e 
eeu ?' He replied, ‘I left him at 
Ta‘hun and he had the intention of 
having the mid day rest at As-Suqya.' I 
followed the track and joined the 
Prophet ,., 4« a» ,L. and said, ‘O Allah’s 
Messenger! Your people (companions) 
send you their greetings, and (ask for) 
Alláh's Blessings upon you. They are 
afraid lest they may be left behind; so 
please wait for them.’ I added, ‘O 
Allah’s Messenger! I hunted an onager 
and some of its meat is with me." The 
Prophet p; . wt. told the people to eat 
it, though all of them were in the state 
of Ihrám." (Sahih Al-Bukhári, Hadith 
No. 47, Vol. 3) 


745. Narrated ‘Abdullah bin Abi 
Qatáda . u ~» that his father had told 
him that Allah’s Messenger s, ue w o 
set out for Hajj and so did his 
companions. He p, 4» w ,L sent a batch 
of his companions by another route and 
Abii Qatéda was one of them. The 
Prophet »-,. asig said to them, 
“Proceed along the sea-shore till we 
meet all together.” So, they took the 
route of the sea-shore, and when they 
started, all of them assumed /hrám 
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'! (1.744) Perhaps Abi Qatáda «n =+, hurried to reach the Prophet p, i u se so that he 
might ask him whether it was legal for the Muhrim to eat from that game, since some of 


his companions had refused to eat. 
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except Abü Qatáda. While they were 
proceeding on, his companions sawa 
group of onagers. Abü Qatáda chased 
the onagers and attacked and wounded 
a she-onager. They got down and ate 
some of its meat and said to each other, 
*How do we eatthe meat of the game 
while we are ina state of /hrám?" So, 
we (they) carried the rest of the she- 
onager's meat, and when they met 
Allah’s Messenger p—s an e they 
asked,“O Alláh's Messenger! We had 
assumed /hrám with the exception of 
Abü Qatáda and we saw (a group) of 
onagers. Abii Qatáda attacked them and 
wounded a she-onager from them. Then 
we got down and ate from its meat. 
Later, we said, (to each other), *How do 
we eat the meat of the game and we are 
in a state of Ihrâm? So, we carried the 
rest of its meat.” The Prophet p ute ax go 
asked, “Did anyone of you order (Abia 
Qatáda) to attack it or point at it?" They 
(we) replied in the negative. He said, 
"Then eat what is left of its meat." 
(Sahih Al-Bukhári, Hadith No. 50, Vol. 3) 


CHAPTER 9. Which animals a 
Muhrim and a non-Muhrim are 
permitted to kill while in a place of 
sanctuary or otherwise. 


746. Narrated ‘Aisha ys w „+ : Allah’s 
Messenger ps ue wi to Said, “Five kinds 
of animals are harmful and could be 
killed in the Harám (sancturay). These 
are: a crow, a kite, a scorpion, a mouse 
and a rabid dog."

Messenger p-s ass tte Said, “It is not 
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sinful (of a Muhrim or a non-Muhrim) 
to kill five kinds of animals, namely; a 
crow, a kite, a mouse, a scorpion and a 
rabid dog.” (Sahih AI-Bukhári, Hadith 
No. 54, Vol. 3) 


748. Narrated ‘Abdullah bin ‘Umar 
Logis 4 4, : Allah’s Messenger ,L, ate a jo 
said, “It is not sinful of a Muhrim to kill 
five kinds of animals (a crow, a kite, a 
scorpion, a mouse and a rabid dog)." 
(Sahih Al-Bukhári, Hadith No. 52, Vol. 3) 


CHAPTER 10. Muhrim can shave his 
head if there is an ailment, and 
expiation becomes obligatory for 
shaving and its amount.

750. Narrated ‘Abdullah bin Ma'qal 
wc is, : I sat with Ka‘b bin ‘Ujra in 
this mosque (i.e. Küfa mosque), and 
asked him about the meaning of: “Pay a 
Fidyah (i.e. ransom) of either fasting 
or..." (V.2:196) He said, “I was taken to 
the Prophet |, s w ,L while lice were 
falling on my face. The Prophet a», 
‘sase Said, ‘I did not think that your 
trouble reached to such an extent. Can 
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you afford to slaughter a sheep (asa 
ransom for shaving your head)?' I said, 
‘No’ He said, ‘Then observe Saum 
(fast) for three days, or feed six poor 
persons by giving half a Sá 'of food for 
each and shave your head.'

Abbás and 
Al-Miswar bin Makhrama pss a s, 
differed at Al-Abwa; Ibn ‘Abbas w +, 
u.s Said that a Muhrim could wash his 
head; while Al-Miswar maintained that 
he should not do so. ‘Abdullah bin 
‘Abbas sent me to Abi Ayyüb Al- 
Ansari and I found him bathing 
between the two wooden posts (of the 
well) and was screened with a sheet of 
cloth. I greeted him and he asked who I 
was? I replied, “I am ‘Abdullah bin 
Hunain and have been sent to you by 
Ibn ‘Abbâs to ask you how Allah’s 
Messenger p, a w p used to wash his 
head while in the state of /hrám." Abü 
Ayyüb Al-Ansári oe wi 5, csught hold 
of the sheet of cloth (with w! zh he was 
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screening himself during his bath) and 
lowered it till his head appeared before 
me, and then told somebody to pour 
water on his head, (that man) poured 
water and he (Abt Ayyüb) rubbed his 
head with his hands by bringing them 
from back to front and from front to 
back and said, “I saw the Prophet wi. 
„ns doing like this.” (Sahih Al 
Bukhari, Hadith No. 66, Vol. 3) 


CHAPTER 14.What to do with a 
Muhrim if he dies? 


753. Narrated Ibn ‘Abbas uz au: 
While a man was riding (his mount) in 
*Arafát, he fell down from his mount 
and broke his neck (and died). The 
Prophet pos ese o, said, “Wash him 
with water and Sidr and shroud him in 
two pieces of cloth, and neither 
perfume him, nor cover his head, for he 
will be resurrected on the Day of 
Resurrection saying Labbaik (i.e. like a 
pilgrim).” (Sahih Al-Bukhári, Hadith 
No. 355, Vol. 2) 


CHAPTER 15. It is allowed for a 
Muhrim to assume conditional state 
of Ihrám, because of disease etc. 


754. Narrated ‘Aisha ys as, : Alláh's 
Messenger p—s wii. entered upon 
Duba'/a bint Az-Zubair and said to her, 
“Do you have a desire to perform the 
Hajj?” She replied, “By Allah, I feel 
sick,” He said to her, “Make your 
intention to perfrom Hajj and stipulate 
something by saying, ‘O Allah, I will 
finish my /hrám at any place where 
You stop me (i.e. I am unable to go 
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furthery."" She was the wife of Al- 
Miqdád bin Al-Aswad. (Sahih Al- 
Bukhári, Hadith No. 26, Vol. 7) 


CHAPTER 17. Types of Ihrám, and 
it is allowed to perform Hajj-al-Ifrád, 
or Hajj-at-Tamatta* or Hajj-al-Qirán, 
and one can add Hajj along with 
‘Umra, and when a person 
performing Hajj-al-Qirân should 
finish his state of Ihrâm. 


755. Narrated ‘Aisha yc ax „+ : We set 
out with the Prophet ww, a wi e in his 
last Hajj and we assumed Ihrâm for 
‘Umra. The Prophet p=, s wi, then 
said, “Whoever has got the Hady with 
him should assume Jhradm for Hajj 
along with ‘Umra and should not finish 
the Jhrdm till he finishes both.” I was 
menstruating when I reached Makka, I 
neither did the Tawáf round the Ka‘ba 
nor the Sa‘y (going) between As-Safa 
and Al-Marwa. I complained about that 
to the Prophet s~, «e w s on which he 
replied, “Undo and comb your head 
hair, and assume Jhrdm for Hajj (only) 
and leave the ‘Umra.” So, I did so. 
When we had performed the Hajj, the 
Prophet „syes wit sent me with my 
brother ‘Abdur-Rahman bin Abt Bakr 
to Tan‘im. So I performed the ‘Umra. 
The Prophet p- es wi, said to me, 
“This ‘Umra is in lieu of your missed 
one." Those who had assumed /hrám 
for ‘Umra (Hajj-at-Tamattu ‘) 
performed the Tawáf round the Ka‘ba 
and Sa‘y (going) between As-Safa and 
Al-Marwa and then finished their 
Ihrám (i.e. performed their 'Umra, and 
then assumed the new Z/hrám for their 
Hajj from Makka and performed all the 
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T (H.754) If the ailment gets aggravated, she would abandon her Jhram. 
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ceremonies of Hajj). After returning 
from Mina, they performed another 
Sa‘y (going) between As-Safa and Al- 
Marwa. Those who had assumed [hrdm 
for Hajj and ‘Umra together (Hajj-al- 
Qirán) performed only one Say 
(going) between As-Safa and Al- 
Marwa. (Sahih Al-Bukhári, Hadith No. 
627, Vol. 2) 


756. Narrated ‘Aisha yx ws, : We set 
out with the Prophet ,L, uw wi, in his 
last Hajj. Some of us intended to 
perform ‘Umra while others Hajj. 
When we reached Makka, Allah’s 
Messenger p-e wi te Said, “Anyone 
who had assumed the Jhram for ‘Umra 
and had not brought the Hady should 
finish his Jhrdm, and whoever had 
assumed the Jhrám for ‘Umra and 
brought the Hady should not finish the 
Ihrám till he has slaughtered his Hady, 
and whoever had assumed the Ihrám 
for Hajj should complete his Hajj." 
‘Aisha ssu =, further said, "I got 
menses (periods) and kept on 
menstruating till the day of ‘Arafat, and 
I had assumed the /hrám for ‘Umra 
only (Tamattü ^). the Prophet py a wi g 
ordered me to finish the Jhrdm, undo 
and comb my head hair and assume the 
Ihrám for Hajj only and leave the 
‘Umra. I did the same till I completed 
the Hajj. Then the Prophet p, ute u g 
sent ‘Abdur-Rahman bin Abd Bakr „+, 
—««u with me and ordered me to 
perform ‘Umra from At-Tan‘im in lieu 
of the missed ‘Umra. (Sahih Al- 
Bukhari, Hadith No. 316, Vol. 1) 


757. Narrated ‘Aisha uz wi „+ : We set 
out with the sole intention of 
performing Hajj and when we reached 
Sarif (a place 11 k.m. from Makka). I 
got my menses. Allah’s Messenger .: 4. 
py 4; came to me while I was weeping. 
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He said, “What is the matter with you? 
Have you got your menses?” I replied, 
“Yes.” He said, “This is a thing which 
Allah has ordained for the daughters of 
Adam. So do what all the pilgrims do 
with the exception of the Tawáf 
(circumambulation) round the Ka‘ba.” 
‘Aisha Leu,» added, “Allah’s 
Messenger py «4: ww, Sacrificed cows 
on behalf of his wives.” (Sahih Al- 
Bukhári, Hadith No. 293, Vol. 1) 


758. Narrated ‘Aisha uz w „+, : We set 
out assuming the Jhrám for Hajj in the 
months of Hajj towards the sacred 
precincts of Hajj. We dismounted at 
Sarif and the Prophet p 4 wiv» said to 
his companions, “Whoever has not got 
the Hady with him and likes to make it 
as 'Umra, he could do it, but he who 
has got the Hady with him should not 
do it." The Prophet ju, we wi. and some 
of his wealthy companions had the 
Hady with them, so they did not finish 
their /hrám after performing the ‘Umra. 
The Prophet s «e wi „s came to me and 
found me weeping. He asked me the 
reason for it. I replied, “I have heard of 
what you have said to your companions 
and I cannot perform the ‘Umra.”

763. Narrated Jabir bin ‘Abdullah „+, 


Lege tt: The Prophet p, ue w ge and his 
companions assumed /hrám for Hajj 
and none except the Prophet p, ae wi Wo 
and Talha us =, had the Hady with 
them. ‘Ali ws, had come from 
Yemen and he had the Hady with him. 
He (‘Ali) us ai ,s, said, “I have assumed 
Ihrám with an intention like that of 
Alláh's Messenger p- us ax, .” The 
Prophet „p—s eui =e ordered his 
companions to intend the /hrám with 
which they had come for 'Umra (i.e. to 
perform the Tawáf of the Ka'ba and 
Sa'y between As-Safa and Al-Marwa), 
to get their hair cut short and then to 
finish their Jhrdm with the exception of 
those who had the Hady with them. 
They asked, "Shall we go to Mina and 
the private organs of some of usare 
dribbling (if we finish Jhrám and have 
sexual relations with our wives)?" The 
Prophet p~, s w s heard that and said, 
*Had I known formerly what I know 
now lately, I would not have brought 
the Hady. If I did not have the Hady 
with me I would have finished my 
Ihrám." ‘Aisha got her menses and 
performed all the ceremonies (of Hajj) 
except the Tawáf. So when she became 
clean from her menses, and she had 
performed Tawdf of the Ka'ba, she 
said, “O Allah’s Messenger! You 
(people) are returning with both Hajj 
and ‘Umra and I am returning only 
with Hajj!” So, he ordered ‘Abdur 
Rahman bin Abd Bakr uss wi + to go 
with her to At-Tan'im. Thus she 
performed ‘Umra after the Hajj in the 
month of Dhul-Hijja. Suráqa bin Malik 
bin Ju'shum « w s met the Prophet wi go 
ps oe at Al- ‘Aqaba (Jamrat-al- 'Aqaba) 
while the latter was stoning it and said,

and the Sa'y (Tawáf) between As-Safa 
and Al-Marwa, then cut short his head- 
hair and finish his /hrám, and should 
later assume Zhrám for Hajj; but he 
must offer a Hady (sacrifice); and if 
anyone cannot afford a Hady, he should 
observe Saum (fast) for three days 
during the Hajj and seven days when 
he returns home (Hajj-at-Tamattu‘). 
The Prophet p-s a». performed the 
Tawáf of the Ka'ba on his arrival (at 
Makka); he touched the (Black Stone) 
corner first of all and then did Ramal 
(fast walking and moving of the 
shoulders) during the first three rounds, 
and during the last four rounds he 
walked (normally) round the Ka'ba. 
After finishing the Tawáf of the Ka‘ba, 
he offered a two Rak'a prayer at 
Maqám Ibrahim, and after finishing the 
prayer he went to As-Safa and Al- 
Marwa and performed seven round of 
Sa'y (Tawáf) between them and did not 
do any deed forbidden because of 
Ihrám, till he finished all the duties of 
his Hajj and sacrificed his Hady on the 
day of Nahr (10th day of Dhul-Hijja). 
He then hastened onwards (to Makka) 
and performed the Tawdf (al-Ifáda) of 
the Ka‘ba, and then everything that was 
forbidden because of /hrám became 
permissible. Those who took and drove 
the Hady with them did the same as 
Alláh's Messenger p- s w g did (i.e.

When he intened to perform Hajj in the 
year when Al-Hajjáj attacked Ibn Az- 
Zubair uz wi + , somebody said to Ibn 
‘Umar uz wis, “There is a danger of 
an impending fighting between them." 
Ibn ‘Umar us wis, said, “Verily, in 
Alláh's Messenger ji. we w 4L, you have 
a good example to follow, (and if it 
happened as you say) then I would do 
the same as Alláh's Messenger had 
done.

Then she took me into the 
house. There in the house I saw some 
Ansari women who said, “Best wishes 
and Alláh's Blessing and good luck.” 
Then she entrusted me to them and they 
prepared me (for the marriage). 
Unexpectedly, Allah’s Messenger ai, 
iy came to me in the forenoon and 
my mother handed me over to him, and 
at that time I was a girl of nine years of

CHAPTER 12. About Mahr 


(marriage bridal money given by the 
husband to the wife). It may be little 
or more; even if an iron ring or for a 
portion of the Qur'án which one may 
know by heart etc. And preference of 
being 500 Dirham for the one who 
does not want to wrong anybody.

somebody to call him. When he came, 
the Prophet p—s Ww. asked him, 
“How much of the Qur'án do you 
know?" He replied, *I know such 
Stirah and such Sirah and such Sürah," 
and went on counting them. The 
Prophet p-s ase ui | asked him, "Can 
you recite them by heart?" He replied,

“Go, I have married this lady to you for 
the amount of the Qur’an you know by 
heart.”

Whenever we 
approach near a (hostile) nation (to 
fight) then evil will be the morning of 
those who have been warned’. He 
repeated this thrice. The people came 
out for their jobs and some of them 
said, ‘Muhammad (has come) along 
with his army.’ We conquered Khaibar, 
took the captives and the booty was 
collected. Dihya came and said, ‘O 
Allah’s Prophet ,., 4« w g ! Give mea 
slave-girl from the captives.” The 
Prophet yu wit said, ‘Go and take 
any slave-girl. He took Safiyya bint 
Huyai. A man came to the Prophet 
poy ee i te and said, ‘O Alláh's 
Messenger! You gave Safiya bint 
Huyai to Dihya and she is the head- 
mistress of the (ladies of) the tribes of

Quraiza and An-Nádir and she befits 
none but you.’ So the Prophet 4s wi go

Dihya came with her and when the 
Prophet p-s «ste w+ saw her, he said to 
Dihya, ‘Take any slave-girl other than 
her from the captives.’ " Anas added: 
“The Prophet p—s ,. then 
manumitted her and married her." 
Thábit asked Anas, “O Aba Hamza!

He said, “(She) herself 
was her Mahr for he manumitted her 
and then married her.” Anas added, 
“While on the way, Umm Sulaim 
dressed her for marriage (ceremony) 
and at night she sent her as a bride to 
the Prophet py ut wis .

Allah’s Messenger ,., we w s said, “He 
who has a slave-girl and educates and 
treats her nicely and then manumits her 
and marries her, will get a double 
reward.” (Sahih Al-Bukhári, Hadith 
No. 720, Vol. 3) 


CHAPTER 14. Marriage of Zainab 
bint Jahsh (with the Prophet wv wi g-

and the Verse regarding the order for 
(veiling of women) Hijáb was revealed.

905. Narrated Anas bin Malik us a s : 
Whenever the Prophet „p—s i 
passed by (my mother) Umm Sulaim, 
he used to enter her (dwelling place) 
and greet her. Anas further said: Once, 
when the Prophet p—s ui gs was 
bridegroom during his marriage with 
Zainab, Umm Sulaim said to me, “Let 
us give a gift to Allah’s Messenger « s 
ics eu."

When all of them had finished 
their meals, some of them left anda 
few remained there talking, which 
made me feel unhappy. Then the 
Prophet ,L, «e wi s went out towards the 
dwelling places (of his wives) and I, 
too, went out after him and told him 
that those people had left. Then he 
returned and entered his dwelling place 
and let the curtains fall while I was in 
(his) dwelling place, and he was 
reciting the Verses: ‘O you who 
believe! Enter not the Prophet’s houses, 
except when leave is given to you for a 
meal, (and then) not (so early as) to 
wait for its preparation. But when you 
are invited, enter, and when you have 
taken your meals, disperse, without 
sitting for a talk. Verily, such 
(behaviour) annoys the Prophet, and he 
is shy of (asking) you (to go), but Allah 
is not shy of (telling you) the Truth.’...

(woman) is revealing frankly before the 
Prophet 4.44.5, 1 ." (Sahih Al- 
Bukhári, Hadith No. 807, Vol. 3) 


909. Narrated ‘Aisha uz w „+ : A man 
divorced his wife thrice (by expressing 
his decison to divorce her thrice), then 
she married another man who also 
divorced her. The Prophet was asked if 
she could legally marry the first 
husband (or not). The Prophet «c ar po 
x, replied, “No, she cannot marry the 
first husband unless the second 
husband enjoys the sexual relation 
(consummates his marriage) with her, 


just as the first husband had done.”

the Iddah (prescribed period) which 
Alláh has fixed for the women meant to 
be divorced.”

937.Narrated Yûnus bin Jubair ue a 5; 
Ibn ‘Umar divorced his wife while she 
was having her menses. ‘Umar (bin 
Al-Khattáb) asked the Prophet py ate ar se 
who said, “Order him (your son) to 
take her back, and then divorce her 
before her period of the ‘Iddah has 
elapsed.” I asked Ibn ‘Umar, “Will that 
divorce (during the menses) be 
counted?” He replied, “If somebody 
becomes helpless and behaves foolishly 
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(will his foolishness be an excuse for 
his misbehaviour)?" (Sahih Al-Bukhdri, 
Hadith No. 250, Vol. 7) 


CHAPTER 3. Expiation is obligatory 
on the person who makes his wife 
unlawful for himself without having 
the intention of divorce.

O you, Safiyya, say the 
same.” Later Sauda said, “By Allah, as 
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' (8.940) Al- 'Urfut is the tree which produces Magháfir. 
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soon as he (the Prophet p- ese oui sh ) 
stood at the door, I was about to say to 
him what you had ordered me to say 
because I was afraid of you.” So when 
the Prophet ~~, wu e- came near 
Sauda, she said to him, ‘O Allah’s 
Messenger! Have you taken 
Maghdfir?” He said, “No.” She said, 
“Then what is this odour which I smell 
from you?" He said, *Hafsa made me 
drink honey syrup." She said, “Perhaps 
its bees had sucked the juice of Al- 
'Urfut.tree." When he came to me,I 
also said the same, and when he went 
to Safiyya, she also said the same. And 
when the Prophet s, uw a, again went 
to Hafsa, she said, ^O Allah’s 
Messenger! Shall I give you more of 
that drink?" He said, “I am not in need 
of it.” Sauda said, “By Allah, we 
deprived him (of it).” I said to her, 
“Keep quiet.” (Sahih Al-Bukhri,

5,5, said, "Alláh's 
Messenger py «« iu used to take the 
permission of that wife with whom he 
was supposed to stay overnight ifhe 
wanted to go to one other than her, 
after this Verse was revealed: “You (O 
Muhammad p-s «4 «x» so ) can postpone 
(the turn of) whom you will ofthem 
(your wives), and you may receive 
whom you will...” (V.33:51). Lasked 
‘Aisha, “What did you used to say (in 
this case)?" She said, "I used to say to 
him, ‘If I could deny you the 
permission (to go to your other wives) I 
would not allow your favour to be 
bestowed on any other person than P."

943. Narrated ‘Aisha yc w „+ :Alláh's 
Messenger pos wt gave us the 
option (to remain with him or to be 
divorced), and we selected Allah and 
His Messenger ,L «a» ar g . So, giving 
us that option was not regarded as 
divorce. (Sahih Al-Bukhári, Hadith No. 
188, Vol. 7) 


CHAPTER 5. Al-’Iyla’ (temporary 
separation from wives) and keeping 
away from the wives, and giving 
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them option and Alláh's Statement: 
“But if you help one another against 
him...

944. Narrated Ibn ‘Abbas usa: 
For the whole year I had the desire to 
ask ‘Umar bin Al-Khattáb regarding 
the explanation of a Verse (in Surat Al- 
Tahrim), but I could not ask him 
because I respected him very much. 
When he went to perform the Hajj, I 
too went along with him. On our return, 
while we were still on the way home, 
‘Umar went aside by the Arak trees to 
answer the call of nature. I waited till 
he finished and then I proceeded with 
him and asked him, “O chief of the 
Believers! Who were the two wives of 
the Prophet p~, se «x» t+ who aided one 
another against him?" He said, "They 
were Hafsa and ‘Aisha.” Then I said to 
him, *By Alláh, I wanted to ask you 
about this a year ago, but I could not do 
so owing to my respect for you." 
‘Umar said, “Do not refrain from 
asking me. If you think that I have 
knowledge (about a certain matter), ask 
me; and if I know (something about it), 
I will tell you." Then ‘Umar added, 
“By Allah, in the Pre-Islámic Period of 
Ignorance we did not pay attention to 
women until Allâh revealed regarding 
them what He revealed regarding them, 
and assigned for them what He has 
assigned. Once, while I was thinking 
over a certain matter, my wife said, ‘I 
recommend that you do so-and-so.’ I 
said to her, ‘What have you got to do 
with this matter? Why do you poke 
your nose in a matter which I want to 
see fulfilled.?’ She said, ‘How strange 
you are, O son of Al-Khattáb! You 
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don’t want to be argued with whereas 
your daughter, Hafsa surely argues with 
Allah’s Messenger p, ue w ,L so much 
that he remains angry for a full day!" " 
‘Umar then reported; how he at once 
put on his outer garment and went to 
Hafsa and said to her, “O my daughter! 
Do you argue with Allah’s Messenger 
(a eso i 41 SO that he remains angry the 
whole day?" Hafsa said, “By Allah, we 
argue with him.” Umar said, “Know 
that I warn you of Allah’s Punishment 
and the anger of Allah’s Messenger w p- 
Hsu , O my daughter! Don't be 
betrayed by the one who is proud of her 
beauty because of the love of Allah’s 
Messenger pese wit» for her (i.e. 
‘Aisha).” ‘Umar added, “Then I went 
out to Umm Salama’s house who was 
one of my relatives, and I talked to her. 
She said, ‘O son of Al-Khattab! It is 
rather astonishing that you interfere in 
everything; you even want to interfere 
between Allah’s Messenger ps we wi to 
and his wives!’ By Allah, by her talk 
she influenced me so much that some 
of my anger subsided. I left her (and 
went home). At that time I had a friend 
from the Ansár who used to bring news 
(from the Prophet p, ws o: 42 ) in case of 
my absence, and I used to bring him the 
news if he was absent. In those days we 
were afraid of one of the kings of 
Ghassán tribe. We heard that he 
intended to move and attack us. So we 
were fearful of that. (One day) my 
Ansárí friend unexpectedly knocked at 
my door, and said, ‘Open! Open" I 
said, ‘Has the king of Ghassan come 
(attacked)? | He said, ‘No, but 
something worse; Allâh’s Messenger 
py «ie di te has isolated himself from his 
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wives.’ I said, ‘Let the nose of ‘Aisha 
and Hafsa be stuck to dust (ie. 
humiliated).' Then I put on my clothes 
and went to Alláh's Messenger's w pe 
„n residence, and behold, he was 
staying in one of his upper room, to 
which he ascended by a ladder, anda 
black slave of Allah’s Messenger u g- 
wy Was (sitting) at the first ladder- 
step. I said to him, ‘Inform (the Prophet 
wey e ai 4.) ‘Umar bin Al-Khattab is 
here.” Then the Prophet LL, wi pto 
admitted me and I narrated the story to 
Allah’s Messenger pu) ue wi 4. When I 
reached the story of Umm Salama, 
Allah’s Messenger p-s wi smiled 
while he was lying on a mat made of 
palm tree leaves with nothing between 
him and the mat. Underneath his head 
there was a leather pillow stuffed with 
palm fibres, and leaves ofa Saut tree 
were piled at his feet, and above his 
head hung a few water-skins. On seeing 
the marks of the mat imprinted on his 
side, I wept. He said, “Why are you 
weeping?’ I replied, ‘ʻO Allah’s 
Messenger! Caesar and Khosrau are 
leading the life (of luxury) while you, 
Alláh's Messenger p~, at «x 1. though 
you are (is living in destitute).' The 
Prophet p a « x then replied, "Won't 
you be satisfied that they enjoy this 
world and we the Hereafter.’ " (Sahih 
Al-Bukhari, Hadith No. 435, Vol. 6) 


945. Narrated Ibn ‘Abbas us: w: | 
had been eager to ask ‘Umar bin 
Al-Khattáb . w ,s, about the two ladies 
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from among the wives of the Prophet 
py «i ow! te regarding whom Allah ys 
said: ‘If you two (wives of the Prophet 
ioa eale ai pte namely ‘Aisha and Hafsa „+, 
Lu au) turn in repentance to Allah, (it 
will be better for you), your hearts are 
indeed so inclined (to oppose what the 
Prophet ps ate w We likes)...’ (V.66:4) till 
‘Umar performed the Hajj and I, too, 
performed the Hajj along with him. 
(On the way) ‘Umar went aside to 
answer the call of nature, and I also 
went aside alongwith him carrying a 
tumbler full of water, and when ‘Umar 
had finished, I poured water over his 
hands and he performed the ablution. 
Then I said to him, “O chief of 
Believers! Who were the two ladies 
from among the wives of the Prophet 
poy «4 ati pte regarding whom Allah ys 
said: ‘If you two (wives of the Prophet 
(a ule ai pte namely ‘Aisha and Hafsa „+, 
Lage wi) turn in repentance to Allah, (it 
will be better for you), your hearts are 
indeed so inclined (to opposed what the 
Prophet ,, ut w ge likes)...’ " (V.66:4) 
He said, “I am astonished at your 
question, O Ibn ‘Abbas. They were 
‘Aisha and Hafsa." Then ‘Umar went 
on narrating the incident and said, "T 
and an Ansári neighbour of mine from 
Bani Umaiya bin Zaid, who used to live 
in ‘Awali-Al-Madina used to visit the 
Prophet p ese wi. in turn. He used to 
go one day and I another day. When I 
went, I would bring him the news of 
what had happened that day regarding 
the Divine Inspiration and other things, 
and when he went, he used to do the 
same for me. We, the people of Quraish 
used to have the upper hand over our 
wives, but when we came to the Ansár, 
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we found that their women had the 
upper hand over their men, so our 
women also started learning the ways 
of the Ansárí women. I shouted at my 
wife and she retorted and I disliked that 
she should answer me back. She said to 
me, ‘Why are you surprised at my 
answering you back? By Allah, the 
wives ofthe Prophet p, ue a» ,L answer 
him back and some of them may leave 
(does not speak to) him throughout the 
day till the night." That (talk) scared me 
and I said to her, ‘Whoever amongst 
them has done so, will be ruined!’ Then 
I proceeded after dressing myself, and 
entered upon Hafsa and said to her, 
‘Does anyone of you keep the Prophet 
E, «s oui io angry till night.’ She said, 
‘Yes.’ I said, ‘You are a ruined and lost 
person! Don’t you fear that Allah may 
get angry for the anger of Allah’s 
Messenger sy «te wi to and thus you will 
be ruined? So do not ask more from the 
Prophet p-s ese 1,1. and do not answer 
him back and do not give up talking to 
him. Ask me whatever you need and do 
not be tempted to imitate your 
neighbour (ie. ‘Aisha) in her manners 
for she is more charming than you ang 
more beloved to the Prophet ju, a aie.” " 
‘Umar added, “At that time a talk was 
circulating among us that (the tribe of) 
Ghassán were preparing their horses to 
invade us. My Ansari companion, on 
the day of his turn, went (to the town) 
and returned to us at night and knocked 
at my door violently and asked if I was 
there. I became horrified and came out 
to him. He said, *Today a great thing 
has happened.’ I asked, “What is it? 
Have (the people of) Ghassan 
invaded?’ He said, ‘No, but (what has 
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happened) is greater and more 
horrifying than that: Alláh's Messenger 
i cule ite has divorced his wives.’ " 
‘Umar added, “The Prophet p, we ax she 
kept away from his wives and I said, 
*Hafsa is ruined and a loser.’ I had 
already thought that most probably this 
(divorce) would happen in the near 
future. So I dressed myself and offered 
Fajr prayer with the Prophet p, ut w go 
and then the Prophet p~,  w „s entered 
an upper room and stayed there in 
seclusion. I entered upon Hafsa and 
saw her weeping. I asked, ‘What makes 
you weep? Did I not warn you about 
that? Did the Prophet „y uw wi s divorce 
you all?’ She said, ‘I do not know. 
There he is retired alone in the upper 
room.’ I came out and sat near the 
pulpit and saw a group of people sitting 
around it and some of them were 
weeping. I sat with them for a while but 
could not endure the situation, so I 
went to the upper room where the 
Prophet 4L, aie wi te was and said to a 
black slave of his, ‘Will you get the 
permission (of the Prophet ) for ‘Umar 
(to enter)?’ The slave went in, talked to 
the Prophet p «e w s about it and then 
returned saying, ‘I have spoken to the 
Prophet p-s a», and mentioned you 
but he kept quiet.” Then I returned and 
sat with the group of people sitting near 
the pulpit, but I could not bear the 
situation and once again I said to the 
slave, ‘Will you get the permission for 
‘Umar?’ He went in and returned 
saying, 'I mentioned you to him but he 
kept quiet.’ So I returned again and sat 
with the group of people sitting near 
the pulpit, but I could not bear the 
situation, and so I went to the slave and 
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said, ‘Will you get the permission for 
‘Umar?’ He went in and returned to me 
saying, 'I mentioned you to him but he 
kept quiet.” When I was leaving, 
behold! The slave called me, saying, 
"The Prophet p, as wi s has given you 
permission. Then I entered upon 
Allah’s Messenger p~us wis. and saw 
him lying on a bed made of stalks of 
date-palm leaves and there was no 
bedding between it and him. The stalks 
left marks on his side and he was 
leaning on a leather pillow stuffed with 
date-palm fibres.

Have you divorced your 
wives?’ He looked at me and said, 
‘No.’ I said, 'Alláhu Akbar.’ And then 
while standing, I said chatting, ‘Will 
you please pay heed to what I say, O 
Allah’s Messenger? We, the people of 
Quraish used to have power over our 
women, but when we arrived at Al- 
Madina we found that the men (here) 
were overpowered by their woman.’ 
The Prophet p, ue w ,L. smiled and then 
I said to him, *Will you please pay heed 
to what I say, O Alláh's Messenger? I 
entered upon Hafsa and said to her, ‘Do 
not be tempted to imitate your 
companion (‘Aisha), for she is more 
charming than you and more beloved to 
the Prophet 4L,» wi. .' The Prophet 
E dale sui te Smiled for a second time. 
When I saw him smiling, I sat down. 
Then I looked around his house, and by 
Alláh, I could not see anything of value 
or importance in his house except three 
hides, so I said, ‘O Allah’s Messenger! 
Invoke Allah to make your followers 
rich, for the Persian and the Byzantines 
(Romans) have been made prosperous 
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and they have been given (the pleasure 
of the world), although they do not 
worship Allah.’ Thereupon the Prophet 
py «d» awl pte Sat up as he was reclining, 
and said, ‘Are you of such an opinion, 
O the son of Al-Khattáb? These are the 
people who have received the rewards 
for their good deeds in this world.' I 
said, ‘O Allah’s Messenger! Ask Allah 
to forgive me.’ Then the Prophet w ,.. 
py aie kept away from his wives for 
twenty-nine days because ofthe story 
which Hafsa had disclosed to ‘Aisha. 
The Prophet p, a a», had said, ‘I will 
not enter upon them (my wives) for one 
month' because of his anger towards 
them, when Alláh had admonished 
him." So, when twenty-nine days had 


passed, the Prophet p- ese w o first 


entered upon ‘Aisha. ‘Aisha said to 
him, ‘O Allah’s Messenger! You had 
sworn that you would not enter upon us 
for one month, but now only twenty- 
nine days have passed, for J have been 
counting them one by one.’ The 
Prophet „ps s+ w s said, “The (present) 
month is of twenty-nine days.’ ‘Aisha 
added, ‘Then Allah ys revealed the 
Verses of the option”. And out of all 
his wives he asked me first, and I chose 
him.’ Then he gave option to his other 
wives and they said what ‘Aisha had 
said.” (Sahih Al-Bukhári, Hadith No. 
119, Vol. 7) 
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ui (H.945) The Prophet p, 4 wv» had decided to abstain from eating a kind of food because 
of a certain event, so Allah yw blamed him for doing so. Some of his wives were the cause 
of his taking that decision, therefore he deserted them for one month.

CHAPTER 8. The period of Iddah 
for a widow or another lady comes to 
an end with the birth of the child. 


948. Narrated Subai‘a bint Al-Hárith 
tee ais, that she was married to Sa‘d 
bin Khaula who was from the tribe of 
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(H.947) Fátima was divorced and came to the Prophet ps «s a. and said, “My husband 
has divorced me twice, and I am afraid that somebody may attack me in my house.” The 
Prophet ,L, ut w s allowed her to move to her parent's house. 
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Bani ‘Amr bin Lu'ai and was one of 
those who fought in the battle of Badr. 
He died while she was pregnant during 
Hajjat-ul-Wadá'. Soon after his death, 
she gave birth to a child. When she 
completed the term of delivery (i.e. 
became clean), she prepared herself for 
suitors. Abii As-Sanábil bin Ba‘kak, a 
man from the tribe of Bani 'Abd-ud- 
Dar, called on her and said to her, 
*What! I see you dressed up for the 
people to ask you in marriage. Do you 
want to marry? By Allah, you are not 
allowed to marry unless four months 
and ten days have elapsed (after your 
husband's death)" Subai‘a in her 
narration said, “When he (i.e. Abü As- 
Sanábil) said this to me, I put on my 
dress in the evening and went to 
Allah’s Messenger p, we w „ and asked 
him about this problem. He gave the 
verdict that I was free to marry as I had 
already given birth to my child and 
ordered me to marry if I wished. (Sahih 
Al-Bukhári, Hadith No. 326-B, Vol. 5) 


949. Narrated Umm Salama uz ai 2, : 
A man came to Ibn ‘Abbas uz, 
while Aba Huraira «w „+ was sitting 
with him and said, “Give me your 
verdict regarding a lady who delivered 
a baby forty days after the death of her 
husband.” Ibn ‘Abbas said, “This 
indicates the end of one of the two 
prescribed periods.” I said, “For those 
who are pregnant, their prescribed 
period is until they deliver their 
burdens.” Aba Huraira said, “I agree 
with my cousin (Aba Salama).” Then 
Ibn ‘Abbas sent his slave, Kuraib to 
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Umm Salama to ask her (regarding this 
matter). She replied, “The husband of 
Subai‘a Al-Aslamiya was killed while 
she was pregnant, and she delivered a 
baby forty days after his death. Then 
her hand was asked in marriage and 
Alláh's Messenger p~,  w , married 
her (to somebody). Abi As-Sanábil 
was one of those who asked for her 
hand in marriage." (Sahih Al-Bukhdri, 
Hadith No. 432, Vol. 6) 


CHAPTER 9. It is compulsory for a 
lady not to adorn herself during the 
‘Iddah period, but mourning beyond 
three days is prohibited (except in 
the case of the death of one's 
husband). 


950. Narrated Humaid bin Nâfi w + 
wz :Zainab bint Abi Salama told me 
these three narrations: Zainab said: I 
went to Umm Habiba, the wife of the 
Prophet p-s wit» when her father, 
Abi Sufyán bin Herb had died. Umm 
Habiba asked for a perfume which 
contained yellow scent (Khaliq) or 
some other scent, and she first 
perfumed one of the girls with it and 
then rubbed her cheeks with it and said, 
“By Allah, I am not in need of 
perfume, but I have heard Alláh's 
Messenger p~, ue wi 4L. Saying, ‘It is not 
lawful for a lady who believes in Allah 
and the Last Day to mourn for a dead 
person for more than three days unless 
he is her husband for whom she should 
mourn for four months and ten days." 
Zainab (bint Aba Salama) further said: 
I went to Zainab bint Jahsh when her 
brother died. She asked for perfume 
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and used some of it and said, “By 
Allah, I am not in need of perfume, but 
I have heard Alláh's Messenger wi s 
i» Saying on the pulpit, ‘It is not 
lawful for a lady who believes in Allah 
and the Last Day to mourn for more 
than three days except for her husband 
for whom she should mourn for four 
months and ten days.’” Zainab (bint 
Abü Salama) further said, “I heard my 
mother, Umm Salama saying that a 
woman came to Allah’s Messenger « 
py ie and said, ‘O Alláh's Messenger! 
The husband of my daughter has died 
and she is suffering from an eye 
disease, can she apply Kohl to her 
eye?’ Allah’s Messenger py te wi pto 
replied, ‘No.’ Then Alláh's Messenger 
ply ule ww! te added, ‘It is just a matter of 
four months and ten days. In the Pre- 
Islamic Period of Ignorance a widow 
among you would throw a globe of 
dung when one year has elapsed.’ "I 
asked. Zainab, “What does throwing a 
globe of dung when one year had 
elapsed mean?” Zainab said, “When a 
lady was bereaved of her husband, she 
would live in a wretched small room 
and put on the worst clothes she had 
and would not touch any scent till one 
year had elapsed. Then she would bring 
an animal, e.g. a donkey, a sheep ora 
bird and rub her skin (body) with it. 
The animal with which she would rub 
her skin (body) would scarcely survive. 
Only then she would come out of her 
room, whereupon she would be given a 
globe of dung which she would throw 
away and then she would use 
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whatsoever of the scent she liked or the 
other.” (Sahih Al-Bukhári, Hadith No. 
251, Vol. 7) 


951. Narrated Umm ‘Atiya uz aiu, : 
We were forbidden to mourn for a dead 
person for more than three days except 
in the case of a husband for whom 
mourning was allowed for four months 
and ten days. (During that time) we 
were not allowed to put Kohl 
(antimony/eye powder) in our eyes or 
to use perfumes or to put on coloured 
clothes except a dress made of ‘Asb (a 
kind of very rough and coarse cloth 
from Yemen). We were allowed to use 
Kust Azfár (very light perfumes) at the 
time of taking a bath after menses. 
(Sahih Al-Bukhári, Hadith No. 310, 
Vol. 1) 
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19. THE BOOK OF AL-LI'ÁN (An 
oath taken by both the wife and the 
husband when he accuses his wife for 
comitting illegal sexual intercourse 
[refer the Qur'án (V.24:6)] 


952. Narrated Sahl bin Sa‘d As-Sá'idi 
ae tgs, : 'Uwaimir Al-‘Ajlani came to 
‘Asim bin ‘Adi Al-Ansári and asked, 
*O ‘Asim! Tell me, if a man sees his 
wife with another man, would he kill 
him, whereupon you would kill him in 
Qisás", or what should he do? O 
‘Asim! Please ask Alláh's Messenger 
py ule ar gto about that.” ‘Asim asked 
Allah’s Messenger p, ut i,t about 
that. Allah’s Messenger p, ae wiv 
disliked that question and considered it 
disgraceful. What ‘Asim had heard 
from Alláh's Messenger „y se w „o was 
hard on him. When he returned to his 
family, ‘Uwaimir came to him and said, 
“O ‘Asim! What did Alláh's Messenger 
nj eue ti gio Say to you?” ‘Asim said, 
“You never bring me any good. Allah’s 
Messenger poy asie «v o disliked to hear 
the problem which I asked him about." 
"Uwaimir said, “By Allah, I will not 
leave the matter till I ask him about it." 
So 'Uwaimir proceeded till he came to 
Allah’s Messenger p, sie a e who was 
in the midst of the people and said, *O 
Alláh's Messenger! If a man finds with 
his wife another man, should he kill 
him, whereupon you would kill him (in 
Qisás) or otherwise, what should he 
do?" Alláh's Messenger ps «te wi g said, 
“Allah has revealed something

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concerning the question of you and 
your wife. Go and bring her here." So 
they both carried out the judgment of 
Li'án, while I was present among the 
people (as a witness). When both of 
them had finished, ‘Uwaimir said, “O 
Alláh's Messenger! If I should now 
keep my wife with me, then I have told 
a lie." Then he pronounced his decision 
to divorce her thrice, before Alláh's 
Messenger ,L, 2 «1 o ordered him to 
do so. (Ibn Shihab said, “That was the 
tradition for all those who are involved 
in a case of Li án)." (Sahih Al-Bukhári, 
Hadith No. 185, Vol. 7) 


953. Narrated Ibn ‘Umar us wi 5: 
The Prophet p-s wi. said to those 
who were involved ina case of Li ‘dn, 
"Your accounts are with Allah. One of 
you two is a liar. You (husband) have 
right on her (wife).” The husband said, 
“My money, O Allah’s Messenger!” 
The Prophet p-s w 4 said, “You are 
not entitled to take back any money. If 
you have told the truth, the Mahr that 
you paid, was for consumation of your 
marriage; and if you are a liar, then you 
are less entitled to get it back." (Sahih 
Al-Bukhári, Hadith No. 262, Vol. 7) 


954. Narrated Ibn ‘Umar ups «n 5: 
The Prophet p, w wi s made a man and 
his wife carry out Li'án, and the 
husband repudiated her child. So the 
Prophet p, se aui s got them separated 
(by divorce) and decided that the child 
will catch up with (belong to) the 
mother only. (Sahih Al-Bukhári, Hadith 
No. 235, Vol. 7)

Then he was told the narration of Rafi‘ 
bin Khadij that the Prophet p, au w so 
had forbidden the renting of farms. Ibn 
*Umar went to Ráfi* and I accompanied 
him. He asked Rafi‘ who replied that 
the Prophet p~, s wi, had forbidden 
the renting of farms. Ibn ‘Umar said, 
*You know that we used to rent our 
farms in the life-time of Allah’s 
Messenger py use i,t. for the yield on 
the banks of irrigation channels fora 
certain amount of At-Tibn (chopped 
straw).

Allah’s Messenger p we wi pe said, “Do 
not do so, but cultivate (the land) 
yourselves or let it be cultivated by 
others gratis, or keep it uncultivated.’ I 
said, ‘We hear and obey.’ ” (Sahih Al-

CHAPTER 21. To give someone, his 
land, free. 


998. Narrated ‘Amr os wis, : I said to 
Tawus, “I wish you would give up 
Mukhábara (share-cropping)", for the 
people say that the Prophet p, uw ax s 
forbade it." On that Tawus replied, *O 
*Amr! I give the land to share-croppers 
and help them. No doubt the most 
learned man, namely Ibn ‘Abbas a +, 
ues told me that the Prophet 1L, uie wi to 
had not forbidden it (ie. Al- 
Mukhábara) but said, ‘It is more 
beneficial for one to give his land free 
to one’s brother than to charge hima 
fixed rental?” (Sahih  Al-Bukhári, 
Hadith No. 523, Vol. 3) 
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"1 (H.998) Share-cropping is not forbidden, but it is recommended that onc showa ist tes 
Muslim brethren utilize one's own land without charging them anything.
